on more day and the year 1878 will have expired, no more to be recalleds 
save upon the pages of history and in memory for its remarkable associations, 
and the stirring events which have been crowded into it. In numerous respects 
it will be looked back to by many people with unpleasantness, not to say 
repugnance, because of the wails of human woe, resulting from desolated 
hearts and hearths, made dreary by the dearths, scourges and calamities that 
have followed thick and fast upan each other in the passing year. 

It is not unusual at such times as this to take a retrospective glance at the 
leading events of the year, as it fades from view. It has certainly been a 
period of . warts aud rumors of war.” A savage and bloody struggle, connected 


with the eastern question, between the Russian and Turkish Empires, has ter- 


minated, leaving the great i issue out of which it grew, still unsolved and likely 
to ‘assume conditions yet more perplexing {and unsatisfactory. In connection 
with the same great political bone of contention has evolved another war, 
inaugurated by the British Empire against Afghanistian, which is still in pro- 
gress. In the course of these warlike events Great Britain and Russia have 

been watching each other with jealous eyes, notwithstanding the famous treaty | 
of Berlin, one of the greatest historical events of the year. Rumors of intend 
ed war and international compacts for offensive and defensive purposes have 
been floating and flashing all over the globe. Well might the Savior, looking, 

with prophetic’eye, to this day of telegraphic communication, prognosticate 
that the latter diys would be peculiar for warlike rumors. 

Conspicuous among the diré afflictions of poor, struggling humanity in the 
dying year has been gaunt and wolfish famine. Its ravages in India, China, 
Moroceo and other parts of the world are well known. Hundreds of thousands : 
of victims have fallen a prey to its deathly grasp. 

Pestilence also has been doing its share of the horrible work of wanting 
away the inhabitants of- the earth. That fearful scourge, the yellor 
fever, has. made wide breaches. in she ranks of human life and happiness . 
in some of the Southern States of America. Add to this affliction the desttuc- 
tion by storms, whirlwinds and tornados, by which forests have been plucked. 
up ‘and towns and villages scattered in ruinbus heaps, accidents and catastrophes a

The distress conse- 
quent upon the great depression in trade in this country is fearful to contem- 
plate. Banks and other financial concerns have suspended by wholesale, 
bringing poverty to thousands: of once comfortable homes. Numerous manu- 
facturies in the various industrial branches have stopped, throwing scores of 
thonsands of people out of employmentand bread. England is no longer able 
to compete with her mammoth neighbor scross the water, America, who floods 
the English market with various classes of goods with which she herself was 
formerly supplied from this side. A large portion of the trade of Great Britain 
has departed, apparently never mote to return, and consequently her people are f 
distressed beyond mesure. 

Britain is fat from being alone in the straightened and perplexing oiroum- 
standes of the great balk of her people. With the exception of France perhaps, 
which is having a temporary flow of business prosperity, the continental coun- 
tries generally are in a perplexing dilemma: The cumbersome and expensive 3 
machinery of their governments is eating out the vitals of the commercial and 
general business prosperity of the people, among whom there is a wide-spread —
